show that there Is a real possibi- 
lity of progressing towards on 
Improverant In gut relations.”

There is something very 
wrong with the 
chondriac. He is mentally 
dl and he suffers a great 
deal. Fortunately full-blown 
hypochondria is rare. It is 
the milder forms which 
chiefly plague family doc- 
lors. 


True hypochondria — is 
one of the hardest of — all 
conditions to treat and a 
complete cure ig often im- 
possible. Treatment may 
have to be undertaken in a 
mental hospital. 


WHAT CAN 
DOCTORS DO? 


But let us stick to the 
milder forms. The run-of- 
the-mill hypochondriacs get 
considerable satisfaction if 
a real disease is diagnosed 
(though it rarely is and

He claims, and we, weakly, have allowed his claim, to speak 
polltleally for the people of Cyprus. He has aghtated, and till 
reoently we, weakly, have let hun agitate, as a parusin politician, 

Qaly when his negotlatlons became false ond his agitation 
Weyal, when he commlved tt terrorism, dit we banish him, 

He bad brought more misery to Cyprus than any bungling 
British adimiuistention, He had brought cowed silence, emply 
streets, Vervous cates, the bulleq always in the back, 

And new in Englund, votes tre runged: "Bring hing 
Makartos is the caly man we quan peguulate with.” 

Blessed ore they that mourn: for they 
comforted. 

They may be convforted, but Ure mothers of the twenty

This ts usually given 
in three injections, the second 
of which follows ‘the first at 
varying intervals according to 
tha of various physi- 
efans, Before the baby is six 
months old, he is then vacinated 
against smallpox, By these 
preventive meusures, four of the 
most serious diseases are stricken 
from ‘the list of parents’ worries,
